Tokio, May 25.— At the invitation 
of the press of Tokio, the American 
Ambassador, Cyrus E. Woods, Friday 
morning visited the principal news­ 
paper offices to say bood-by prior to 
his return to the United States.

Washington, May 24.—The troubles1 
of Gaston B. Means, star witness for 
! the Daugherty committee, were de­ 
bated before the committee Friday at 
a session resounding with tumult from 
beginning to end. 
Hiram C. Todd, assistant attorney 
general in charge of the prosecutions 
against Means in New York, was on 
the witness stand, but committee mem­ 
bers and counsel for former Attorney 
General Daugherty took so much of 
the time writh a series of quarrels so 
bitter that the spectators tried to ioin 
in and were quieted by capitol police. 
Todd himself, accused by Chairman 
Brookhart of being “unfit for his job," 
fired sharply back across the commit­ 
tee table at the jibes of his questioners, 
declaring the committee had showm 
“indignity" toward the courts and re­ 
minding Senator Wheeler, the commit­ 
tee prosecutor, that he himself is under 
indictment in Montana. 
Todd said 
Moans’ story of the disappearance of 
his famous diaries was a “fairy tale” 
which could he disproved easily by the 
testimony of tw'o department of justice 
agents who guarded the Means resi­ 
dence. 
After the committee adjourned Sen­ 
ator Brookhart, Paul Howland, of the 
Daugherty counsel, and Means renewed 
verbal hostilities in an adjoining hall­ 
way with the result that a police offi­ 
cer intervened with a caution which 
ended the argument.
